The instant claims are to a method of fabricating an electrochemical device 
component structure, the method comprising applying a layer consisting of a protective 
interlayer precursor selected from the group consisting of Cu3N, metal phosphides, red 
phosphorus, phosphines, borazine (B 3 N 3 H 6 ) and triazine (C 3 N 3 H 3 ) on a polymer 
electrolyte, and applying an active metal selected from the group consisting of alkali 
metals, alkaline earth metals and alloys thereof to the layer of precursor on the polymer 
electrolyte; whereby the precursor is converted to a reaction product formed by contact 
of the active metal with the precursor such that a protective interlayer conductive to ions 
of the active metal is formed in situ between the active metal and the polymer 
electrolyte 

The most pertinent prior art, Chu et al., does not disclose, nearly disclose and 
offers no support for modifying the prior art to achieve the instantly claimed invention. 
The Chu et al. reference teaches an electrochemical device with lithium negative 
electrode, a polymer electrolyte and a barrier layer that comprises metal halide salts 
and glass. 

Prior art, Kimura et al., Cairins et al. and Sekido et al. does not teach, nearly 
disclose and offers no support for modifying the prior art to achieve the instantly claimed 
invention. All of the prior art does not disclose a method of fabricating an 
electrochemical device component structure, the method comprising applying a layer 
consisting of a protective interlayer precursor selected from the group consisting of 
Cu3N, metal phosphides, red phosphorus, phosphines, borazine (B 3 N 3 H 6 ) and triazine 
(C 3 N 3 H 3 )
